Country Scoured For 
Missing Girl W ho Is 
Seen at Mooresville 

left home Last Night “Don’t

■Dressed in men’s clothes and walk¬ 
ing aimlessly along the streets of 
Mporesville. Miss Flossie Isham was 
seen by Mr. Herbert' Eddleman, who 
says he talked with her. and that she 
talked very calmly and rationally. 
That was about noon to-day. and Mr. ' 
says he was then unaware of the fact 
that she was running away from home. 

As The Sun goes to press a telephone 
message is received from Willisburg 
that a number ot citizens are on their 
way to %looresville in an effort to 
overtake the missing girl. 

The mysterious disappearance of 
Mias Flossie Isham from the home of 
her grandfather, Mr. Pres Prather, of ' 
the Willisburg neighborhood, last night, 
at about nine o’elock. has alarmed the 
whole community for miles around. 

To-day searching parties have been 
hunting since early' dawn to discover 
sopie trace of the missing girl, but all 
in vain. Telegrams have been sent to i 
Louisville in the hope that she might 
be; located in that citv. Bloomfield. 
Booker, Springfield and other railway 
stations were telephoned to and the in- 
formation elicited that nothing had 
been seen of her. 

Last night after the family had re¬ 
tired Miss Isham, who was in a room 
with Mrs. Richardson, arose from the 
bed and walked out upon the porch 
in her night clothes. Her companion 
gaive little thought to the incident and 
soon fell asleep. This morning upon 
awakening she discovered that the 
young lady had not returned, and the 
atyrm was given. «« 

A photograph was found in the room 
uppn the back of which was written, 
“Don’t be uneasy; I’ll be 400 miles j 
frpm here by morning.” 

Miss Isham is the daughter of Mr. 
Jaimes Isham, of the East Texas 
neighborhood, and is about fifteen 
years of age. She is an unusually 
pretty girl. 

iNo reason whatever ta assigned for 
her mysterious disappearance. She 
hid been visiting at her grandfather’s 
home for several days. The theory 
that she had probably eloped with a 
lover was advanced, though it is said 
she was riot receiving the attentions 
off any young man. Others fear a 
tragic fate has overtaken her.

'little Cost and trouble and would prove 
of inestimable value and great conveni¬ 
ence t« the farmers, as well as other 
business men. 

Several counties in the State already 
have tjiis system and it is being oper¬ 
ated almost universally in some of the 
adjoining States. Mr. Waters says the 
greater portion of the roads of Wash¬ 
ington fcounty are already in excellent 
shape and that the remainder could be 
put in good condition at very little .ex¬ 
pense,' . 

It is Mr. Waters’ intention to work 
up sufficient interest among the people 
of the county to take the matter b efore 
Congressman Ben Johnson and enlist 
his aid in presenting it to the Postoffice 
Department. 

The rural routes out of Springfield 
alone now cover 150 miles of macade- 
mized roads and serve 750 families.

effort to end his life was the cocaine 
habit. It seems that in the boy’s home, 
Newark. N. J.. this veritable curse has 
reached such proportions that a crusade 
has toen organized to stamp out the il¬ 
legal selling or use of the drug. Over 
100 arrests have already been made, 
and this unfortunate lad evidently fear¬ 
ed public disgrace if he did not put an 
end to a ruined lite. His relatives 
had made every effort to cure him of 
the fatal habit, but no means could be 
found to rob the cocaine of its fascina¬ 
tion for the boy. At the time when he 
was found half dead several boxes of 
cocaine were in his pockets. 

The widespread use of this drug has 
reached a point where cocaine should 
be recognized as actually a national 
menace. In China the Government, 
under Yuan Shih-Kai, is making a 
steady and determined fight against 
the opium habit. In this country the 
cocaine habit—universally recognized 
by physicians as the most dangerous 
of all artificial means of stimulating 
or deadening the faculties—is gaining 
headway at a rate so rapid that those

There is, however, at the present 
time no reason for condoning the action 
of anyone who in order to put an end 
to a temporary discomfort endangers 
the hefclth of his mind and body by 
using any fprmula which contains co¬ 
caine. without the express orders of a 
physician. Unfortunately we cannot 
hope that a persistent effort will stamp 
out the cocaine habit—it has gone too

Cultivated Especially For the Use of 
Astronomers. 

' The cultivation of certain species of 
spiders i solely for the fine threads 
Which they weave for scientific uses 
has an Important touring-upon astron¬ 
omy. 1 

No substitute for the spider’s thread 
has yet been fortud for bisecting the 
screVv off the micrometer used for de¬ 
termining the positions and motions of 
the starts. Not only Itecnufle of the re- 
markabte fineness of the* threads are 
they valuable, but because of their 
xlurabiel qualities. 

The threads of certain spiders raised 
for astronomical purposes withstand 
•changes In temperatures, so that often 
in measuring sun spots they are unin¬ 
jured when the heat'is so great that 
the lenses of the micrometer eyepiece 
are cracked. 

• These spider lines, are only one-fiftb 
to one-seventh of a thousandth of an 
Inch in diameter, compared with which 
the threads of the silkworm are large 
and -clumsy. 

Each line Is made up-ofseveral tbou- 
* sands of microscopic streams of fluhl. 
Under the most powerful magnifying 
glass they appe« r true*and round. 

The work of placing th'esq lines In 
the micrometer requires the delicate 
touch of experts, who operate with the 
aid of microscopes which magnify the 
line a thousand times. The lilies are 
placed parallel with each other and 
tWiT'dneMhousandths of an inch apart.

The post card mania in Springfield, 
like everywhere else, is growing to 
enormous proportions, as shown by the 
local postoffice receipts for this class ot 
mail matter alone.

Take little stock in the dealer who 
tries to convince you that unmated 
birds are as good ns muted ones. 

Stock purchased should lie tolerably 
young and. almre nil, in thorough 
health and condition. 

Vuderstzqfl. delicate, weakly heu.- 
are the most disastrous scourge to the 
squab producer's loft. 

A squat) makes great growth the first 
twelve hours aud after the third day j 
makes rapid progress. 

Reduce the corn nud increase the 
quantity of wheat aud pens, as these 
two grains are more nutritious and l»*r 
ter for the growing of young birds. 

The time to market the squabs is Just 
when they ore ready to leave the ue*r 
They are tbeu what pigeou meu call 
ripe. 

The American Stock Keeper advises 
breeding from birds with a well de 
veloj>ed brejast nud length of keel, for 
this is where the epicure looks for tin* 
meat. Breed also from light skiuued 
birds, as the dark meated oucs always 
sell at a lower figure. 

Pigeons cannot thrive long without 
grit, and this is one df the chief rea¬ 
sons why people do not have success 
In rearisg birds. 

Always keep a sharp lookout for ver¬ 
min. and promptly_flght them. 

Canker and sct'ofulous diseases are 
more or less due- to an Impure state of 
the bloqd. In which cases there should 
be a thorough cleansiug of the bowels. 
The sick should be placed iu separate 
and dry! coops, and salt added to the 
drinkinglwater. 

Fat "squabs cannot be produced by 
overfeeding. This system Induces the 
old birds to put on fat. resulting in 
lazy breeders and neglected youngsters.

How to Food, Wash, Exercise arid 
House Them. 

Remember that a dog digests its food 
very slowly, so sh.iuld never have more 
than two meals a day w^eu In health. 
The food should be plain, wholesome 
aud nutritious. Above nil thiugs, says 
Country Life In America, avdid pre¬ 
serves and sweatn^ats of all kinds, 
sugar, hot toast, tea and other stuff 
of that kind. 

Feed your dog regularly. If yon 
give him one meal a day. let It tte at 
midday: If two. morning aud evening 
and alwuya at the same hour. I^t the 
animal eat until lie Is satisfied, for If 
he la fed regularly you need have no 
fear that he will gorge. If your pet Is 
to be kept In tl*? house, he will re¬ 
quire very little meat, a small piece 
every third day viith a bone to gnaw 
on. A bone is a great aid to digestion 
aud keeps tbe teesh lu good condition. 

Give bread soaked lu meat gravy, 
biscuit soaked iu milk, oatmeal or rh-e 
or potatoes and once or twice a week 
green vegetables. Scraps of beef, mut¬ 
ton. etc., from tbe table are nil that is 
needed In tbe way of meats. Avoid 
giving liver. 

Dog biscuit Is good for a change. 
Many owners feed fish now and then 
to tbelr dogs, but we have -had- dogs 
that such food always caused to suffer 
from sklu ffisease, 

jLet your dog have water as often as 
he wants It. Give your dog 1-egular 
exercise. Do not take him out for an 
airing at the end of a chain. That is not 
exercise. Turn him loose aud let him 
run. Exercise either before feeding or 
some time afterward, for exercise on a 
full stomach is likely to cause fits. 

Do not wash your dog more than 
twice a month. If you keep his coat 
well combed 'and brushed, once a month 
will be often euougb. When washing, 
use tepid water and some good dog 
soap, as in this way you wiH kill fleas 
and clean the dog at the same time. 
Rln$e out the Boap (thoroughly and then 
douche the dog iu cold water, after 
which rub dry. 

If you keep the flog outside, provide 
a good dry kennel* with a southern ex¬ 
posure aud with, clean bedding of 
wheat or straw. Change the bedding 
frequently and sprinkle a little oil of 
peppermint over the straw now and 
then—just enough to let you know It 
Is there.

WEATHER LORE. 


How to Tell Whothor It Will Be Flno 
or Rainy. 

On the very finest evening when a 
dry east wind is blowing, the dust 
thick and white on the roads, the sky 
blue from horizon to horizon, if you 
see lpng. filmy stripes of cirrus, com¬ 
monly called wind clouds, stringing 
palely across miles overhead, you may 
feel as, nearly certain as one can be 
of anything In this uncertain world 
that rain is within twehty-four hours, 
says the New York^ Jounial. 

If the cirrus hardens aud thickens to¬ 
ward sunset, then be sure that the 
downiKiur Is coming that very night, 
and you will be awakened by the 
tinkle of drops upon the window and 
the moan of a moisture laden wind In 
your chimney. 

Watch the clouds, and they will tell 
yon more ubout the weather than all 
the barometers ever made. Notice the 
wind as well, and you will become a 
forecaster of renown. It 1 st in the 
morning and the ^evening that the 
clouds tell you most. 

The worst sign Is when the clouds 
Increase Just before sunset and bang 
over the_ western horizon in rugged, for 
broken masses with harsh edges and 
indeterminate, blotchy colors. The an¬ 
gry look of such a sky speaks Mr It¬ 
self aud portends wiud and rain. 

A pale yellow sunset, eveu though no 
clouds nppear to be visible. Is nlSo a 
bad sign, aud rain is almost certain. 

A degree worse is the dusky, leadeu 
sheet of cloud which may sometimes 
be seen obscuring tbe sinking sun. 
Sometimes a string of feather clouds, 
very small and light, resembling the 
strippings of goose Quills, are seen low 
down across the western sky at even¬ 
ing. Rain without wind or fog-will 
probably be tbe weather the fallowing 
mowing. 

A*, very sure sign of a westerly or 
southwesterly gale is a straight skirt¬ 
ing of cloud across that part of the 
evening sky from which the wiud is 
to come. If the sunset-be ruddy, the 
wind is the more' certain to arrive. 

The old’ saying. “Red at night is tbe 
sailor's delight." is only true when the 
suu sots In a cloudless heaven. In 
this case, too. the sun should appear 
very.clearly defined nj-Its setting. 

A much more certain prediction of 
fine weather is afforded by a really 
golden sunset, especially if the evening 
be calm or a salmon colored haze along 
tbe rim of tbe horizon. In winter -when 
the sun Itself turns deep red at Its set¬ 
ting look *>ut for frost, hnrd aud black 
and bitter. 

Roughly speaking, gaudy clouds with 
harsh outlines and definite color* are 
signs of bad weather. Delicate, quiet 
tints and-soft, ill defined clouds'are tbe 
accompaniments ot a tine period.

Pqt 
the birds that Lave any discharge from 
nostrils or eves by themselves. Keep 
sick aud well birds apart. Add n few 
drops of kerosene to every drinking 
dish on the piece and keep this up un¬ 
til no new cases appenr. Then cleun 
out every pen of dust, filth and cob¬ 
webs. Whitewash everything iu sight.

So no 
sooner does a fragment of rock at a 
mountain crest liecome loosened than 
gravitation burls It crashlug down Into 
the valley, shattering It Into frag¬ 
ments |N>rha|Mi or at the least grinding 
off some jmrtlons of its surface as 
well as of the surface of tbe rocks 
against which it ts daubed. 

“By such menus and with the fur¬ 
ther aid of Its hnndmakleus, wind and 
water, gravitation works Its unceAslng 
purpose of leveiiug the surface of the 
earth. In a few brief geological mo¬ 
ments It rounds tbe shoulders of tbe 
haughtiest mountain, and. given time 
enough. It will bring every particle of 
rock back to the sen lanl whence It 
originally sprang. Short of that, as a 
transition stage. It Is forever mixing 
the different soil constituents on the 
one hand and sorting them out again 
on the other."—Appleton's. 


Preparing Fattening Food.
